With reference to the attached letter from 
the Hungarian Association addressed to Mr. Umemoto, 
Officer-in-charge of Special Branoh making a ; 
complaint in regard to the insertion by one Mr, 
Attila Ceopjak, 25 Quan Avanva in the Shanghai Times 
of May 2, 1942, of a notice, calling upon local 
Hungarians to register, enquiries made ascertained 
the following :- 

The Hungarian Association has been established 
at 209 Yuen Ming Yuen Road, Room 801 in the latter 
part of 1940, It was originally formed as a 
Renwvoleut Society for Hungarians but later its name 
was changed to its present title i.e, Hungarian 
Association, The chairman of the Association is

is one Mr, 0.4. _Ssalay. The Hungarian Community 
was wery small in Shanghai, but following the 


influx of many Jewish refugees from Eerope, there also 


arrived a npmber of Jewish refugees from Hungary, 
with the result that more than half of the members 
of the Hungarian Association are of Jewish origin, 
Certain Hungarians of Aryan descent are objecting to 
this policy of the Hungarian Association, and have 
refuged to recognise it or to register with it, 


In expression of their opposition they also caused 
to insert the attached notice in the Shanghai Times, 
on May 2, 1942, just at a time, when the wungerien 
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The article was inserted by a Mr, Attila Csopjak, a 
Hungarian, who refuses to recognise the above associa- 
tion and it served the object of calling the attention 
of the Hungarian Minister to the policy of the above 
association, 
Mr, A Csopjak, 25 Sun Avenue is 8 mechanical 
engineer and he has been living in Shanghai for over 
22 years. Although, he has no police record, Mr, 
Csopjak was arrested on 24.5.39 on a charge of 
receiving stolen property but was found not guilty, 
and discharged, In connection with the publication 
of the notice Mr, A, Csopjak was warned and ‘advised 
to refrain in the future from causing any trouble — 
in the ranks of the local Hungarian commnity, 
likely disturb the peace and good order of the 
; Settlement, 
a The Shanghai Times were approached and requested 
to refer notices concerning the Hungarian Commnity 
submitted for publication by individual Hungarian 
nationals to the Police or to the Hungarian Associa- 


tion for information, Sach a request was also made 


by the Hungarian Association, The management of the 
latter newspaper readily agreed to comply in the 

. request, - ~

| informed of the steps taken and they have expressed 
their deep thanks for the measures taken.

The enclosed notice has created unpleasant 
repercussions in the Hungarian community, owing to 
the fact that

non-Aryan descent;

2) the notice appeared under the heading 
“official and Business Notices® and 
implied semi-official aspect; 


3) the notice has been inserted by a 
person who is an unrecognized 
Hungarian citizen with a police record 
and has a very bad reputation in town. 


Generally, the whole notice reflects on 
the good name of the Hungarian community as same is 
signed by such @ person as described above with the 
aim to cause unrest and upset the peace of the 
Hungarian community. 


OUR is that the Police instruct the 
Shanghai Times that before they accept such notices 
which concern the Hungarian community, they shall 
refer same to the Police for permission, or to the 
Italian Consulate General in charge of Hungarian 
interests, or to the Hungarian Association, who 
officially represents the Hungarian community, and as 
such haa been registered with the Shanghai Municipal 
Police. : 
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We just wish to remind you that Mr. Csopjak 
saw fit to send the same notice to the German newspapers: 
the 'Ostasiatischer Lioyd' and the ‘Noon Extra,' and 
both papers immediately communicated same to the 
Association, they having noticed that something was not 
in order. 


OUR SECOND REQUEST is that you call in 
ir. Csorjak and warn him to refrain from such activities. 


All assistance which you may give us will be 
greatly appreciated by the members of the Hungarian 
Association, and thanking you in advance for same, we are,
